Fred M ahan, 42, of May s, was 
instantly k illed in an 
autom o­ 
bile accident on the national 
road, just east of the White K it­ 
chen last night about 6 o’clock . 
M ahan was returning to May s 
from Lewisville where 
he had 
gone to m ak e a bid on an inter­ 
ior decorating contract. 
M ahan’s m achine was struck 
by one driven by W. R. Sharpe of 
Anderson, who was enroute 
to 
Connersville to get his 
family 
where they were there attending 
the funeral services of a relative. 
The Sharpe sedan swung around 
another m achine and struck M a­ 
han’s car head on. 
Mahan* was throw n through 
the windshield of his car to the 
pavement. He died before any ­ 
one could reach his side from a 
sk ull fracture and severe cuts 
and bruises. The pavem ent was 
splattered with blood where the 
accident occurred. 
Both m achines were 
badly 
dam aged but Sharpe escaped 
w ith m inor cuts and bruises. He 
was tak en to Newcastle 
where 
his injuries were dressed. Coro­ 
ner Davis of Henry county was 
called to the scene and ordered 
M ahan’s body tak en to Newcas­ 
tle where it was placed in the 
Coronor’s morgue. 
The inquest into 
the 
tragic 
wreck was not completed today 
but after tak ing cursory testi­ 
mony , the full inquest was post­ 
poned until Saurday . A large 
crowd of people

M ahan, since the week of the 
county fair here, had been em ­ 
ploy ed as a barber at the George 
Suess barber shop in 
this city . 
He had been lay ed off last S at­ 
urday and had tak en a chair at 
the Linville shop. 
M ahan had 
been driving between his home 
at May s and Rushville since be­ 
ing employ ed here. 
It was understood that M ahan 
had rented the Kirk wood house 
in east Eighth street and had 
planned to move to Rushville for 
the winter. According to Mrs. 
M ahan, her husband had Jett 
home about 5 o’clock that af­ 
ternoon for Lewisville and word 
of his death was received there

of personal conferences and a 
wide spread cam paign of edu­ 
cation on childcare. 
The task has its hum an 
as 
well as its strictly educational 
side. Conditions in the home, 
treatm ent of childrens *ieeds, 
and m ethods of discipline by the 
parents sometimes came in for 
correction as contributory caus­ 
es. 
Seeming stupidity of children 
sometimes is due to defective 
vision, or a 
condition in the 
home which does not perm it the 
child to develop his or her own 
personality , work ers say . 
As an instance, they cited the 
case of a boy in a family of five 
children. He was dom inated by 
the two older ones, and had to 
defer to the y ounger ones be­ 
cause of their age. As a result, 
he seldom had a chance to do 
w hat he pleased. 
In this case, we recommended 
tha t the m other send the child 
to the hom e of a relative where 
there were no other children, or 
remedy 
the 
condition 
in the 
hom e,” Dr. Schweitzer said. 
Study of the environm ent of 
the child often reveals things 
which the parents do not real­ 
ize may have a life long effect 
on the individuai. 
An interesting example of the 
effect of economic conditions on 
family life is seen in the tenden­ 
cy in some parts of the state lor 
farm ers to send butter and m ilk 
to m ark et instead of k eeping it 
for home use. 
Sometimes the sk im milk , fed 
to hogs would be the only part 
used on the farm i As the cam ­ 
paign of education 
progressed 
farm m others, as well as those 
in the cities, realized the value 
of such foods for their children. 
Increasing intelligence among 
m others regarding the proper 
care of children has been noted 
in Indiana communities in the 
last seven or eight y ears’, Dr.

The necessary opera­ 
tions were divided into three main 
classes: levee construction, bank 
revetment and dredging.

During the second Missionary 
Journey the Apostle Paul had 
stay ed about a y ear and a half 
in the city of Corinth. When the 
Jews opposed his teahing, he be­ 
gan preaching to the 
Gentiles, 
stay ing in the house of Justus. 
Many 
believe in 
the 
Christ ! 
Whom Paul preached. A congre­ 
gation was formed. Many 
re­ 
ceived the graces which 
God 
gives to believers. Paul left the 
city to work in y et other places. 
Then trouble arose in the con­ 
gregation of Corinth. Some of 
the Christians seemed to think 
that the graces which the Spirit 
of God had given to them were 
of greater 
importance 
than 
those given to others. Dissension 
arose, and the progress of 
the 
work was retarded. The infor­ 
mation was brought to 
Paul 
while at Ephesus on the third 
missionary journey . Thus, 
the 1 
Apostle wrote the letter to the 
Corinthians reproving them for 
falling into such errors and set­ 
ting before them the proper po­ 
sition in such matters. 
It is well to recognize th at we 
can use the word “graces" prac­ 
tically 
interchangeably 
with 
that of “gifts." 
The 
spiritual 
graces of Christians 
are 
be­ 
stowed as gifts d>y the Holy Spir­ 
it. With this setting, and 
this 
realization of the gifts of God 
clearly in mind, it is well to read 
again the twelfth, 
thirteenth 
and fourteenth chapters of the 
epistle. It is interesting to note 
the relation of three chapters, 
each to the other. Also, to note 
the progress of the thought. 
Paul recognizes (18 :8 -11) 
di­ 
versities of gifts: that of ability 
to speak words of wisdom, 
to 
ex press knowledge, to 
perform 
miracles and heal Ihe sick, to

speak in various tongues, 
and 


ment of righteousness, by w hat­ 
ever means. The climax of Paul’s 
statem ent regarding Love, puts 
this grace as the Supreme ex cel­ 
lence. It supersedes Faith and 
Hope. It is the source from which 
both Faith and Hope 
spring. 
We can believe in someone whom 
we could not easily love. But the 
one we love, we both believe and 
hope for. Then, Love is the-end, 


ex ist only for the blossom and 
the fruit. Without the fruit of 
Love the root and branch are 
only temporal. “God is Love""— 
without God in the heart, Life 
has no particular 
chatrm 
or 
worth. W ith God in the Life, as 
the motive of Love the greatest 
thing in all the world has been 
realized—the highest and finest 
and perfect ex pression of God to 
for which faith* and hope 
are { man. “Now abideth faith, hope 
the means. Faith and Hope are and love, but the 
like the root and branch which 
greatest of 
these is Love.”

spoken, and also the 
gift 
of 
faith. But, say s Paul, they are 
all given by the same Spirit of 
God, and to be used as He wants 
them used. To be envious of one 
another’s spiritual ability is op­ 
position to God. The Apostle il­ 
lustrates the meaning by show­ 
ing that although a person may 
have the gift of speaking in a 
strange tongue, and interpreting 
strange languages, 
th at 
such 
ability is worth less than noth­ 
ing unless it be the result 
of 
the lQve of God in the heart. To 
make such an ability a m atter of 
personal pride, or cause 
for 
contentious feeling, is merely to 
become a noisy person. Such a 
one has no more soul in 
the 
sight of God than a piece 
of 
brass, or a cy mbal which 
re­ 
sounds with noise when it 
is i 
struck. The metal will make a 
noise, but not because of 
any 
love for God. The Corinthians 
seemed to rank 
the gift 
of 
tongues very high. Paul suggests 
a higher gift, th at of prophecy . 
And he say s that even with this, 
if the ability is given to reveal 
the deeper 
meaning 
of the 
Scriptures, and the very my ster­ 
ies of God, even though it may 
profit others, it is profitless to 
the one having such ability , for 
it lacks the heart of love of the 
Christian. A faith th at is able to 
astonish people with power ov­ 
er nature, and over disease, is a 
wortlhess faith 
to the worker 
unless it be used to the glory of 
God’s Love. Such works done for 
money , honor, reputation, 
and 
such other ends, are an abomi­ 
nation in the sight of God. 
Say s, the Apostle, the sacrifice 
of material things as Jesus re­ 
quired of the rich y oung ruler, 
or even the seeming greater de­ 
votion of giving one’s body to be 
burned without the Love of God 
in the heart is worthless 
and 
loss to the one so doing. Paul’s 
teaching would warn the person 
to beware who thinks himself 
living as good a life as 
the 
Christian who has the Love of 
God in his heart. The value of 
any act of seeming merit is not 
in the doing of it, but rather in 
having the proper motive 
of 
Love in the heart. 
Paul then proceeds to describe 
some of the characteristics of 
this Supreme Love. He 
shows 
it to be the source and anima­ 
tion of all of the virtues. Love 
overlooks injuries, and 
instead 
returns good for evilC There is 
no envy in Love because some­ 
one else has greater honor. Love 
nev er struts itself to show o ff 
its o wn impo rtance. Rather 
it 
« rejo ices o nly ' in the 
adv anqe-

Mexico City—(JP)—When Jose 
De Leon Toral, 23-year-old art 
student of Guadalajara, shot and 
1 killed Mexico’s 
president-elect, 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon, probably 
he least of all presumed his life 
would 
be 
spared 
beyond 
peremptory court-martial and 
execution. 
Possibly a day longer of life, 
maybe two or three, he 
may 
have hoped for, 
but 
Mexican 
history was replete with 
pre­ 
cedent aplenty for summary ac­ 
tion with those guilty of such 
deeds as his. 
But the same influence that 
saved him from death on 
the 
spot at the hands of General 
Obregon’s friends has taken 
a 
course the most hopeful 
would 
hardly have forecast, and today, 
nearly three months since the 
assassination, in a restaurant at 
San Angel, near here, July 
17, 
Toral is still alive, although 
a 
prisoner 
and 
facing 
criminal 
trial by the civil authorities for 
his deed. 
" 
The influence that saved him 
on the day of his crime was the 
advice of the more conservative 
at the banquet which ended m 
Obregon’s death. 
•Wait," they said, when some 
would have shot him 
on the 
spot. -Wait, and let us see who 
else is in this thing. 
If we kill 
him we shall have destroyed our 
best evidence against the others, 
and those 
probably 
the 
real 
malefactors. Who is this 
man 
but a tool?" 
Toral’s life was spared 
that 
day and he was 
subjected 
to 
searching questioning which, al­ 
though he denied he had inspir­ 
ation other than ‘ God" for his 
act, resulted in 
multitudinous 
arrests, mostly among members 
of his family and various church 
organizations.

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SPIRITUAL GIFTS 


(By Rev. E. D. McKune, First 
United Presbyterian Church) 


The Setting of the Lesson is 


necessary to a proper apprecia- 
tion of this portion of Paul's 
writings, which includes one of 
the finest prose-poems of the 
whole Bible. 


During the second Missionary 


Journey the Apostle Paul had 
stayed about a year and a half 
hi the city of Corinth. When the 
Jews opposed his teahing, he be- 
gan preaching to the 
Gentiles, 


staying in the house of Justus. 
Many 
believe in the 
Christ 


Whom Paul preached. A congre- 
gation was formed. Many 
re- 


ceived the graces which 
God 


gives to believers. Paul left the 
city to work in yet other places. 
Then trouble arose in.the .'con- 
gregation of Corinth. Some of 
the Christians seemed to think 
that the graces which the Spirit 
of God had given to them were 
of greater 
importance 
than 


those given to others. Dissension 
arose, and the progress of 
the 


work was retarded. The infor- 
mation was brought to 
Paul 


while at Ephesus on the third 
missionary journey. Thus, 
the 


Apostle wrote the letter to the 
Corinthians reproving them for 
falling into such errors and set- 
ting before them the proper po- 
sition in such matters. 


It is well .to recognize that we 


can use the word "graces" prac- 
tically 
interchangeably 
with 


that of "gifts." 
The 
spiritual 


grapes of. Christians 
are be- 


stowed as gjfts'by the Holy Spir- 
it. With this setting, and this 
realization of the gifts of God 
clearly in mind, it is well to read 
again the twelfth, 
thirteenth 


and fourteenth chapters of the 
epistle. It is interesting to note 
the relation of three 
chapters, 


each to the other. Also, to note 
the progress of the thought. 


Paul recognizes (18:8-11) di- 


versities of gifts: that of ability 
to speak words of wisdom, to 
express knowledge, to 
perform 


miracles and heal Vlie sick, to 
discern the different spirits, to 
speak in various tongues, and 
to interpret the tongues thus 
spoken, and also the 
gift 
of 


faith. But, says Paul, they are 
all given by the same Spirit of 
God, and to be used as He wants 
them used. To be envious of one 
another's spiritual ability is op- 
position to God. The Apostle il- 
lustrates 'the meaning by show- 
ing that'although a person may 
have the gift of speaking in a 
strange tongue, and interpreting 
strange 'languages, that such 
ability is worth less than noth- 
ing unless it be the result of 
the Ipve or God in the heart. To 
make such an ability a matter of 
personal pride, or cause 
for 


contentious feeling, is merely to 


ment of righteousness, by what- 
ever means. The climax of Paul's 
statement regarding Love, puts 
this grace as the Supreme excel- 
lence. It supersedes Faith ;ahd. 
Hope. It is the source from which! 
both Faith and Hope 
spring. 


We can believe to someone whom 
we could not easily love. But the 
one we love, we both believe and 
hope for. Then, Love is the-ehd, 
for which faith^and hope are 


exist only,for the blossom and 
the fruit.

God's Love. Such works done for 
money, honor, reputation,

such other ends, are an abomi- 
nation in the sight of God. 


Says, the Apostle, the sacrifice

Mexico City—(#)—When Jose 


De Leon Toral, 23-year-old a'ft 
student of Guadalajara, shot and 
killed Mexico's president-elect, 
Gen. Alvaro Obregon, probably

history was replete with

saved him from death on the 
spot at the hands of General 
Obregon's friends has taken a 
course the most hopeful would 
hardly have forecast, and today, 
nearly three months since the 
assassination, in a restaurant at 
San Angel, near here, July 17, 
Toral is still alive, although a 
prisoner and facing criminal 
trial by the civil authorities for 
his deed. -

on the day of his crime was the 
advice of the more conservative 
at the banquet which ended m 
Obregon's death.
